The ordinary is never interesting. 
We care very little for the things we 
gre accustomed to. The things we 
want to see and to hear about are the 
things which are not common, or 
which are conducted along lines which 
are at variance with custom. 

Figuring on this basis, every reader 
of the Capital will be interested in the 
mine of the Pembina Coal Co., which 
has just recently started operations 
across he Pembina river from Ent- 
wistle. True, this company is engaged 
in the digging and marketing of coal, 
the same as any other coal company. 
They claim, and not without some 
very logical proof, that the cecal which 
they offer to the public is a better 
coal than that offered by the majority 
of their competitors, But that is not 
interesting. All coal companies make 
claims. But the other coal companies 
are not operating mines on the ‘Pem- 
bina plan,” not yet, at least. 

What is the “Pembina plan"? You're 
interested, aren't you? We are all 
curious to hear about the extraordi- 
nary. And the “Pembina plhin”’ 1s 
certainly extraordinary. It is extra- 
ordinary.in more ways than one. | To 
begin with, it is one of the largest 
coal mines in- Central, Alberta, That 
is extraordinary, but not interesting. 
Then the seam of coal which is being 
taken out is located at a greater deptn 
than any other coal in this district, 
which gives the company grounds for 
claiming a harder coal than their com- 
petitors. There {s nothing very extra- 
ordinary about that. It is unusual for 
a company to take only seven feet cut 
of the centre of a 25-foot vein, as this 
company is doing, but that is not what 
this article is about. This little story 
deals with the “Pembina Plan,” 

A little about the mine and then the 
“Pembina plan” of operating it. The 
mine is located directly across the 
Pembina river from Entwistle, a dis- 
tance of 70 miles west of Edmonton 
and on the main lines of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and Canadjan Northern 
railways, and taps a coal area which 
it is estim cannot be exhausted 
for more i x alfa century, even at 
the rate ©’ ¥uich the Pembina Coal 
Company, i.td., the owners, intend to 
extract the coal. This is one of the 
largest of the many large mines in 
Alberta, and represents an investment 
of more than a million dollars, It took 
over a year to install the machinery 
and equipment for this mine, and only 
last week was the real work of bring- 
ing coal to the surface begun. 

At a distance of 300 feet beneath 
the surface of the earth lies a 25-foot 
veln of coal. Of this 25-foot seam the 
Pembina Coal Company is mining 
seven feet. 

The methods of 
mining and bringing the coal from this 
centre seven feet to the surface form 
the main theme of this article, Or, in 
other words, we will now tell you 
about the “Pembina plan.” On ap- 
proaching the property of the company 
the visitor will first notice a larrze sign 
which gives in two words the most 
important story of the “Pembina 
plan,” This sign says, “Safety First.” 
And all the work done in connection 
with the mine properties 1s done with 
that motto in mind. The directors of 
the Pembina Coal Company have 
started with the essumption§ that all 
their employees are human Wheings, 
and as such are entitled to all the

In addition to taking all precautions 
to assure the safety of their employees 
the Pembina Coal Company has also 
become interested in the way they 
shall live when out of the mines, and 
has taken steps to build a town of 
their own, where every convenience 
Known to the resident of a large city 
is available to the humblest mule 
driver, although itlis appropriate here 
to remark that mule drivers wil) be 
scarce at this mine. They use eiec- 
trical cars to handle the coal under 


ground as well as on the surface. 
But we are getting of€ the main 
track, She Pembina Coal Company 


has started to build a town, They 
haye 200 men working in the mines 
at the present time, and in a short 
while this foree will be inereased to 
400. The management intends to see 
that al! these men and their families 
live right. At least, if they don't it 
won't be any fault of the management. 
They have taken steps to incorporate 
a town, which will be called Evans- 
burg, in honor of tte president of the 
company, Mr. H, M. EB. Evans, of Hd- 


monton. A post office has been ap- 
plied for, 80 houses have been built 
already, and 80 more will be erected 
at onee. A company store is now in 
operation, and a hotel, a school house 
and a chureh will shortly be started,

charged by the company for four roorn 
houses, water and light furnished free, 
are only $12 and $18 per month. But 
we haven't told you all that goes with 
the house at that price. The company 
believes in making the cost of living 
as low as possible and to help along 
this line, and at the same time make it 
possible for the mine employees to 
have certain articles of diet which they 
might not otherwise be able to obtain 


they have arranged that each family 
shall have its own vegetable garden, 


They have gone farther than that. They 


have arranged that all these gardens 
will be plowed each year at the expense 
of the company, 

“What kind of a coal company. is 
this?” you'll be saying. It does seem 
strange to hear of a company taking 
so much interest in the welfare of their 
employees, but we'll venture the asser- 
tion that it} will pay, from a purely 
coramercial standpoint. When laboring 
men are treated as brother human be- 
Ings by their employers, and not as a 
commodity, they usually feel a lot 
more like giving the company — their 
hest efforts, and they look out for the 
interests of the company wherever they 
have an opportunity to do so. ‘That's 
where the “horse sense’ part of the 
“Pembina plan’ comes in. But we're 
forgetting part of the vegetable garden 
story. The company even goes farth- 
er than plowing the land free. They 
offer and pay cash prizes every month 
for the best vegetable and the hest 
flower garden. 

It is the desire of the management 
to make the town of Evansburg a place 
of rare beauty. The zrounds surround- 
ing various mine buildings will be con- 
ve:ced {into grassy plots and flower 
garcens with winding wa’ks and park 
benches, They intend to make the town 
2 place te live as well as work, and the 
way they are going about it they are 
suro of success. 


Output 1,200 Tons Per Day. 


When the mines are running to full 
capacity the daily output will be no 
no less than 1,200 tons per day, which 
will require two trains of 30 cars each 
to haul it to the market. Much of this 
coal will come to IHdmonton and a 
good part of it will be sent lo Saska- 
toon, where the company. is opening 
offices. Tho analysis of the Pembina 
coal shows: carbon 48 percent., volatile 
matter 28 percent, ash 12 percent, 
moisture 18 percent., sulphur 1-4 of 1 
percent. 2

Big Development Scheme Now Under 
Way at Rocky Rapids, and Other 
Sources of Power Are Ready 
for Exploitation. 


Few people in Mdmonton and, for 
that matter, few people in) Entwistle 
are familiar with the facts in regard 
to one of the biggest assets of the 


district. This is the water power 
which can be developed along the 
Pembina river. Engineers are now 


engaged in the preliminary work pre- 
paratory to placing & dam at Rocky 
Rapids, some 27 miles up stream from 
Entwistle, for the purpose of generat- 
ing electrical power to be sold at 
various points as far east as Hdmon- 
ton. The exact status of the work or 
who is at the head of the company is 
hard to find out, but it is a fact that 
a big scheme is being developed along 
the Hnes mentioned, Ingineers who 
are familiar with the country express 
the opinion that several thousand 
horsepower can be obtained at Rocky 
Rapids as well as at other points along 
the river, both above and below the 
town, and it seems a certainty that a 
good part of this power will eventually 


be utilized. 


BANK WANTED AT ENTWISTLE, 


Entwistle wants a bank, 'The busi- 
ness men there feel that they are en- 
titled to one. They have been for 
some time endeavoring to persuade 
thé directors of one of the leading 
banking institutions to. establish a 
branch at this point, but so far have 
accomplished nothing definite. It is 
hoped that the neer future will see 
some results, however. A bank should 
be a paying institution in Fntwistle 
from the very outset. The merchants 
all carry large deposits in the banks 
of the Capital City, as do a good many 
of the farmers of the district. In ad- 
dition to this Is the new coal mine 
now in operation, the saw mill and 
the quarry, all with good-sized pay 
rolls, With the large amount of com- 
petition between the banks of the do- 
minion, it is a wonder that a branch, 
or even more than one, were not lo- 
cated at Nntwistle some time ago, and 
it is pretty safe to predict that this 
field will not long go unnoticed,

The game efforts of 
the National leaguers to overtake’ their 


rivals’ changed the entire complexion.

“Demarce recefVed a warm welcome at 
the start, but it was not until the se- 
cond ‘inning. that the first.
